tect ourselves against nucleai fall­ 
out. J u s t what is fallout, and how 
would 
you

yourself and your family 
against 
it in case ol nuclear attack .’ 
Fallout is the te rm used to des­ 
cribe radioactive m aterial 
proctid­ 
ed by a nuclear blast that falls to 
earth from the upper atm osphere 
after a nuclear explosion. When a 
bomb explodes close to the ground, 
large am ounts of pulverized soil 
are draw n up into the cloud th at 
form s upward from the site of the 
explosion. This soil m ixes with the 
highly 
radioactive m aterial from 
the bomb and falls back to earth 
and produces radioactive co ntam ­ 
ination. These radioactive particles 
fall for a period of tim e extending 
up to 8 to 10 hours and can cause 
serious dam age to the hum an both 
both external and internal - includ­ 
ing c a n c e l. 
Particularly 
the fin­ 
est particles will drift over a Wide 
area. 
Fallout from nu clea r tests 
hus been known to drift for a r a ­ 
dius of ]40 miles and covet 
an 
aea of up to 7000 square miles. 
1 think 
this em phasizes a 
point 
which most of us have been aw are 
of for some tim e and that is, in 
ease of nuclear attack, not only 
will the people in the blast are a 
be killed or aeriousb injured, but 
also 
will 
people 
for 
a 
large 
area surrounding the bla-t area if 
they are no' prepared to protect 
them selves. Foi a considerable len­ 
gth of time after 'he areA ha- been 
covered, these radioactive 
p artic­ 
les will give off ra • which will 
cause the serious d a m a g e to un­ 
protected hum an beings which 1 
* have m entioned Consequent!.' . pro­ 
visions should be m a d e to protect 
yourself over a period of tim e. 
N ow , how can you i rotect your­ 
self from radioactive fallout in case 
of nuclear attack? You can pro­ 
tect yourself by shielding youi elf 


from these radioactive rays that 
are being given off from these par­ 


t i c l e s that we have mentioned. 
Now, alm ost 
any 
.shelter 
that 
you m ight take would offer some 
degree 
of 
protection; 
however, 
with anything as dangerous as this 
is potentially, it would certainly oe 
advisable to be as certain as poa- 
sible that the protection is ade­ 
quate to save our life and protect 
you against serious d am ag e. The 
most 
practical and m ost certain 
way 
to protect yourself 
would 
seem to be to provide 
yourself 
with 
a 
fallout 
shelter. 
R esearch 
conducted on this m a tte r 
indi­ 
cates 
that 8 
inches of concrete 
or a sim ilar weight and density of 
other 
m aterials 
including 
dirt, 
lum ber, and other such m aterials 
offer adequate protection. The shel­ 
ter should have an entran ce w a v 
with 
a light angle turn in it as 
these ray s do not m ake right an­ 
gle turn>. Of course there are oth­ 
ei features of tallout shelters that 
we could mention. I m igh t mention 
that we have plan 
and inform a­ 
tion pertaining to the construction 
Of a fam ily fallout shelter avgilabk 
at the Countv 
Extension 
Office. 
I believe there are five plans for 
shelters outlined in this inform a­ 
tion. Two of these plans a :e within

practical reach of m o st fam i­ 
lies 
as the cost

the: . in m oderate if you are set 
up to construct either of these. 
One of these plans is de-igned to 
a s s is t you in converting an existing 
storm cellar or food storage cel­ 
lar into a fallout 
shelter. 
T h e 
other 
plan 
is for constructing a 
shelter in a coiner of your base- 
m cnt if you have a basem ent. 


The plan* lange from these two 
j up to constructing a com plete fall­ 
ow' shelter out and out. The Civil 
Defense people 
recam nend 
that 
such a shelter be stocked with food 
w ater, and other provisions suffi­ 
cient to keep a fam ily for a per­ 
iod of two weeks. If you would like 
to have any of this inform ation on 
fallout shelters, we will be glad 1o 
provide it if you will contact us 
at the County Extension Office.

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To most teen-agers, the first time they are allowed to use 
the family ear on their own marks one of the big steps into 
independent adulthood. It introduces a series of major chang­ 
es in their lives. 
Unfortuantely, not all of these changes are desirable. A 
recent study of one of the country’s largest auto insurance 
companies reveals that when high school students gain un­ 
restricted use of the family car, there’s a good chance that 
their school grades will suffer badly- 
Conducted in high schools throughout the country the 
survey showed that when teen-agers begin to drive, their 
high school grades drop. And, the brighter the student, the 
sharper the drop in grades. 
. 
All students suffer a drop in grades when they begin to 
drive, but those in the upper quarter of the class are hardest 
hit. The survey pointed out that, of the top-quarter stu­ 
dents who start to drive, 87 per cent suffer a drastic drop 
in grades. 
.

How far grades drop with car use depends principally on 
the parents of teen-agers, lf they allow only a limited use 
of the family car one or two nights a week, scholastic stand­ 
ings drop but not necessarily sharply. Rut indulgent par­ 
ents who allow students to drive seven nights a week can 
expect their youngsters to get failing grades. 
In one Midwestern high school, the survey revealed that, 
of the students whose parents allowed them to use the car 
only one night a week. 19 per cent were in the bottom quar­ 
ter of their class. But more than 60 per cent of those who 
drove seven nights a week were in the bottom quarter of 
scholastic standings. 
The main reason for the drop in grades is that driving 
time reduces the hours a student has available tor ^iudy. 
\V*hen a parent allows a teen-ager unlimited use of the family 
car, he must expect that the youngster will not voluntarily 
reserve time for homework. 
While the study did not go into the social pressures that 
make it difficult for a parent to refuse the use of the family 
car to a teen-ager, it did establish that parental indulgence 
is a major cause of the worst effects of the car and school 
grade relationships. 
Those parents who exercised control over teen-age use of 
the family car minimized its had effects on grades. Those 
who did not. contributed to their youngster's failing grades.

AUGUST DAYS 


The days of August are nostalgic, probably because they 
constitute the days of the last full month of summer and, 
for millions of students, the last days of vacation. 
The memories and historical significance of August are 
many. Fulton’s steamboat was finally proved practical on 
August 17th. 1807. The first iron was smelted by electricity 
in 1909 —on August 18th. 
On the 19th, the battle between the Constitution and the 
Guerrier took place, during the War of 1812. and the 20th 
is also a memorable date in U S. history, for on that day, 
in 1833. Benjamin Harrison, later to be President, was bom 
in North Bend, Ohio. 
Other more recent dates are remembered. For example. 
in the latter days of August in 1944, the world was predict­ 
ing that World War II would soon be over. V. S. armies 
were racing through France, headed for the Rhine and Ger­ 
many, and it appeared to be only a matter of time until 
Germany collapsed. 
These were somewhat giddy days, and little did some rea­ 
lize what lay ahead during that winter, for American armies, 
fliers and sailors. 
Then, in August of 1945, World War II ended. 
Then, in 1950, it will be recalled that August was a partic­ 
ularly grim month. U. S. troops, almost totally unprepared, 
had hastily been thrown into Korea to check the North Ko­ 
rean invasion of South Korea. By August they were pinned 
in a small area of South Korea, surrounded by North Koreans, 
and attacked Incessantly. It was not until September that 
MacArthur made his now-famous lnch;»n landings and re­ 
gained a tolerable position in South Korea, freeing that land 
of the invader. 
Once again in August 1959, the United States is burdened 
with a foreign-policfc crisis. The Berlin situation is acute, 
and communism is again the menace. 
For the Marines who landed in Guadalcanal in August of 
1942. the month will never he forgotten. Perhaps this, among 
all recent U. S- history, is the most vivid and most intense 
memory concerning August—for all those who were 
at 
Guadalcanal in those fateful days and weeks.

PERMANENT PASTURE ON 
DIVERTED ACRES 
An added advantage of the Feed 
Grain Program is the good oppor* 
tunny farmers have to aced un­ 
proved permanent pasture on ac­ 
res diverted out of gram crops. 
The best time to seed such a 
pasture in Southeast Missouri is 
in late August or early Septem­ 
ber. But there are a number of 
things lo do before such a seed­ 
ing is made. And some need to be 
done right away ii you are lo get 
the best job. 
First of all, those of you who 
believe extra good pasture could 
serve your needs, will want lo get 
a soil test and apply limestone 
and most of the phosphate and po­ 
tash needed. 
Then, plow as soon as possible 
and work as needed to control 
weed growth. This will save mois­ 
ture from summer rains and de­ 
velop the firm 
seedbed 
that is 
needed. Thus, you will not be so 
dependent on rainfall al seeding 
time. You will be ready to seed 
on time and have a better chan­ 
ce of getting a good stand. 
You will want to choose your 
seed mixtures ahead of time, too. 
You will probably choose between^ 
such grasses as bromegrass, or-* 
chardgrass, and tall fescue, and 
may want to include some timo­ 
thy in almost any pasture mix­ 
ture. Alfalfa, ladrno clover, and 
lespedeza are the legumes you 
are most likely to use in pasture 
mixtures. Your County Extension 
Office can give you a bulletin that 
will help you choose the best mix­ 


ture for your situation. Then line 
up high quality seed - seed' of re­ 
commended varieties 
with 
good 
germination and free of noxious 
weed seeds. 
And den t forget to get inocula­ 
tion for legume seed at the tune 
that you buy jour seed. Get start­ 
er fertiliser on hand, loo. 
This starter fertilizer will help 
you get your stand going quicker 
which usually me ans a tite r stand 
in the long run. It’* best if start­ 
er fertilizer can be dulled in with 
the seed. It needs to include some 
nitrogen and 20 to 50 jxiunds each 
of available phosphate and avail­ 
able potash. 
The best seeding time is Septem­ 
ber I thru 20. These seeding dates 
normally allow young seedlings to 
become 
well 
established 
before 
winter, while avoiding extremely 
high temperatures as the seedlings 
germinate. 
Whatever jour seeding method, 
most grass and legume seeds will 
start off best if they are placed 
from V* to ‘i inch deep, and the 
soil pressed firmly' about the seeds 
so that they absorb moisture read­ 
ily and take root quickly. 
lf you are going to seed perm an­ 
ent pasture on diverted acres in 
late summer, start lo get ready 
now. Get a soil test, apply lime 
plow’ early, work as 
needed 
to 
control weeds, get seed of the mix­ 
ture that will suit your needs, ob­ 
tain your inoculation and starter 
fertilizer, and then seed at the op­ 
timum time luring late August or 
early September.

Good grass seeds m ust be used 
to obtain that blanket of green. 
During recent years many experi­ 
ment stations have done a lot of 
work on lawn and turf grasses. 
Tests have demonstrated that for 
general home lawn contents, a 
mixture is much more satisfac­ 
tory than on grass. The standard 
of such mixtures has been great­ 
ly improved, but inferior mixtures 
are still widely sold. Cheap lawn 
seed is likely to be more expen­ 
sive in the end. To make sure of 
getting a good mixture buy from 
a reliable concern that makes a 
speciality of grass seeds. 
Under usual growing conditions 
a good general lawn seed mixture 
for most sections of Missouri is 
three to four parts of Blue Grass 
to one part Red Top. However, 
the proportion of Red Top may be 
increased as preferred. White clo­ 
ver is not recommended because 
it d«»es not 
stand dry 
weather 
readily and is easily killed when 
spraying for weeds. 
Late summer or fall is the best 
time for starting a new lawn or 
renovating a poor one. In 
most 
places, from the last of August 
through September 
is 
ideal 
for 
seeding a lawn. Usually growing 
conditions in this period gives each 
seed a better chance to produce 
a m ature plant. 
A good lawn is the most impor­ 
tant part of the home grounds. It 
should be free of objects which in­ 
terfere with mowing and mainten­ 
ance. Drainage should be good, 
and away from the house. A soil 
test helps the gardener to deter­ 
mine his soil needs. A wise selec­ 
tion of good seed and proper mix­ 
ture makes for a better blanket­ 
ed lawn. With these few sugges­ 
tions tliis should help tile garden­ 


er to have that desired “Carpet 
of the Green”.

DO YOU HAVE 
LAWN PROBLEMS 


Acquiring an attractive lawn is 
the aim of more aud more peo­ 
ple. The techniques for growing 
grass vary somewhat, but general 
ly speaking the same fundamen­ 
tals apply whether one is start­ 
ing a new lawn or renovating a 
poor one, or giving a beauty treat­ 
ment to any lawn.

thiug». he stressed the Importance 
0 providing fallout shelters to pro­ 
tect ourselves against nuclear fall­ 
out. Just what is fallout, and how 
would 
you 
go about 
protecting 
yourself and jour family against 
it in case of nuclear attack.’ 
Fallout is the term used to des­ 
cribe radioactive material procud- 
ed by a nuclear blast that falls to 
earth from the upper atmosphere 
after a nuclear explosion. When a 
bomb explodes close lo the ground. 
large amounts of pulverized soil 
ate drawn up into Ute cloud that 
forms upward from the site of the 
explosion. This soil mixes with the 
highly radioactive material from 
the bomb arid falls back to earth 
and produces radioactive contam­ 
ination. These ladioactive particles 
fall for a period of time extending 
up to 8 to IO hours and ran cause 
serious damage to the human l*»dv 
both external and internal - includ­ 
ing cancel. Particularly the fin­ 
est particles will drift over a wide 
area. Fallout from nuclear tests 
bas bern known to drift for a ra­ 
dius of Mu miles and cover an 
ara of up to 7000 square miles. 
1 think this emphasizes a point 
which most of us have been aware 
of for some time and that is, in 
ca-e of nuclear attack, not only 
will the people in the blast area 
be killed or seriously injured, but 
also will 
people 
for 
a 
large 
aiea surrounding the blast area *f 
they are not prepared to protect 
themselves. For a considerable len­ 
gth of time after the areA has been 
coveted, these radioactive 
pattie-. 
Irs will give off rays which will 
cause the serious damage to un­ 
protected human beings which I 
have mentioned. Consequently . pro­ 
visions should be made to protect 
yourself over a jicriotl of time. 
Now. how can you protect your­ 
self from radioactive fallout in case 


I from these radioactive rays that 
are being given off from these par­ 
ticles that we have mentioned* 
Now, almost 
any 
shelter thai 
you might take would offer aome 
degree 
of 
protection; 
however. 
, with any tiling as dangerous as this 
* is potentially, it would certainly ne 
advisable to be as certain as pos­ 
sible that the piotection is ade­ 
quate to save our life and protect 
you against serious damage. The 
most practical and most certain 
way to protect yourself 
would 
seem to be to provide 
yourself 
with a fallout shelter. Research 
conducted on this matter 
indi* 
i cates that 8 inches of concrete 
or a similar weight and density of 
other 
materials 
including 
dirt, 
lumber, and other such materials 
offer adequate protection. The shel­ 
ter should have an entrance way 
with a right angle turn in it as 
these rays do not make rignt an­ 
gle turns. OI course there are oth­ 
er features of fallout shelters that 
we could mention. I might mention 
that we have plans and informa­ 
tion pertaining to the construction 
of a family fallout shelter availabli 
at the County Extension Otfice. 
I believe there are five plans for 
shelters outlined in this informa­ 
tion. Two of these plans are within 
the practical reach of most fami­ 
lies as the coat of construction 
'them in moderate if you are set 
up to construct either of these. 
One of the e plans is designed to 
assist you in converting an existing 
storm cellar or food storage cel­ 
lar into a fallout 
shelter. 
T h e 
, other plan is for constructing a 
shelter in a corner of your base­ 
ment if you have a b a-fluent. 


The plans lange from these two 
| up to constructing a complete fall­ 
out shelter out and out. The Civil 
Defense people recommend 
that 
such a shelter be stocked with food 
water, and other provisions suffi­ 
cient to keep a family for a per­

This disease is 
u-uuily found on clay loam soil* 
mainly along the river bottom*. 
The symptoms are similar to lu- 
sarium wilt. Plants are stunted, 
leaves are 
yellow 
and ■ molted, 
leaves, squares and bolls are shed. 
Have brownish streaks in woody 
part of plant but is usually more 
evenly 
distributed 
through t h e 
stem center than fusarium 
wilt 
and is of a lighter brown. 
The control consists of rotations 
and planting mole tolerant varie­ 
ties. Thicker stands, shallow culti­ 
vation, balanced fertility, rotation 
with other crops, sanitation mea­ 
sures to eliminate diseased stains, 
leaves and stem trash are also 
helpful. 
Unfortunately after wilt shows 
up in the field there is very little 
that can be done for this year. We 
will just hope that the situation 
does not get any wor>e than it is 
now.

But these people do not like to be called refugees. They 
prefer to be called expellees. The emphasis is that they 
were driven from their former homes by the Communists. 
They are obsessed by one desire. They want to go home. 
“ Look at the Jewish people,’* says Herr Hoffman. ‘The 
Jews were wanderers on the face of the earth for 2.000 
years. Yet their desire to return to Palestine never faltered, 
and they finally succeeded.’* 
“Look at the Poles,■* says Herr Otto. ‘‘Poland bas been op- 
pressed by Russia for 150 years. They are under Communist 
domination now, but the desire to be free is strong in them.” 


THE POSITION' OF THE COMMUNIST Polish government, of 
course, is that the former eastern German lands now have 
boon completely integrated into Poland and given to Poles 
who were forced to move from what used to be eastern 
Poland by the Russians. Any attempt to reverse these forced 
migrations would only cause new catastrophes and dislocations. 
But the German expellees try to influence the Poles to seek 
restoration of their old borders. They seek support for this 
in Britain and in France, too, but with no more luck than 
thev have encountered in America. 
Nobody in government wants to see tftfcm because they 
have no official, diplomatic standing. 


THE EXPELLEES HAVE NO UNDERGROUND organization 
Cf their own to aid refugees seeking to enter West Germany. 
They have no military organization of their own and they 
do not advocate restoration of their homelands by war—with 
somebody else doing the fighting. The Refugee Party charter 
drawn up in 1950 merely pledges the members to seek restora­ 
tion of their homeland* by peaceful mean*. IL is a force to 
remember.
